Springfield, III., May 6.—[Special.)]~-By the 
vote of a republican hpuse of representatives 
this afternoon a republican state SY 
tration was condemned. Gov. Deneen per: 
sonally was held responsible for practices 
which the asylum investigation committee

concurring in this judgment passed ne B the 
executive by the investigators. 

Republican votes did it and republican ma- 
neuvering put it over. The democrats 
shrewdly remained in the background. John 
J. McLaughlin, the real leader on the minor- 
ity side in these days, squelched his asso- 
etates when they whnted to talk. He forced 
them to leave the bickering to the majority 
side, and it was only when votes were needed 
that the solid democratic representation 
joined itself with the anti-Deneen republicans 
and ‘swamped the few administration mem- 
bers who were willing to stand up and fight. 


Start Fight on Civil Service. 
Forty-three republicans joined forty-four 
democrats and one prohibitionist in adopting 
the committee report which condemned the 
administration. Fourteen republicans voted 
against the report and thirty-one republicans 
were either absent or not voting. With this 
matter settled, the republicans took the 
“hasty pudding” bill reorganizing the system 
of state institution management, made thirty 
amendments to it in short order, and then 
started a fight on civil service which was on 
the point of being successful when a roll call 
was forced and the representatives, being 
compelled to go on record, lost their nerve. 
The democratic minority had the control 
of the situation from the beginning. They 
wanted the record of testimony taken during 
the investigation printed that it might be 
used as a text book against the next repubd- 
lican nominee for governor, and the repub- 
licans gave them that by a vote of 102 to 1.

The indications all warrant the prediction 
that a continuance of the pleasant time 
will be had by one and all.” 

In voting to condemn the governor the re- 
publicans did not do it in ignorance of what 
was contained in the report of the commit- 
tee, although not all of them had read it 
and although few of those who had acquaint. 
ed themselves with its contents had read 
all of it. 


McRoberts Opposes Report. 

The part with the sharpest sting was read 
to the house by Representative McRoberts 
in an effort to prevent the adoption at the 
last moment while the roll call was being 
had. 

McRoberts’ name is pretty well down on 
the call, but it was not until his name had 
been reached that there had been any at- 
tempt to question the document which was 
being given the approval of the representa- 
tives. There had been no sign of a system- 
atic effort to check the program at any stage 
owing largely to the fact that the governor's 
friends are in a hopeless minority in the 
house at present, but McRoberts got to his 
feet when his name was called and opened 
up with vigor. 

J want to call the attention of the mem- 
bers to what is being done. he said. “It 
is posslble that many ef you have not read 
this report. It is still more. possible that 
many of you have not seen the statements 
with which it is concluded. Allow me to tead 
them to you.”’ 

He then read the following: 


“Tt is the opinion of the committee that: 


both the spirit and the letter of the law, as 
administered under the present civil service 
commission. have been evaded with the sanc- 
tion and approval of the executive, who, 


while leading the people of the state to be- 


lieve that the law is being strictly enforced 
and accomplishing important results for the 
better conduct of the institutions, ts evading 
the law and deceiving the people.

McRoberts repeated the grinning sneer 
cf the skeleton to give it emphasis and 
then asked the republican members if that 
was the sort of statement which they 
thought proper to adopt regarding a repub- 
lican administration. 

“Ts that the kind of language you think 
rhould be used?“ he asked. You are voting 
your approval of it. Is that the kind of lan- 
guage you think an tmpartial, nonpartisan, 
and unbiased committee would use in re- 
porting its findings? It is the kind of lan- 
guage this committee has used. I want to 
say that as one down state member of this 
legislature I know that such a statement is 
not true. I know this is not the fact and I 
refuse to vote for a report which contains 

M.“ 

He said that a criticism of methods 
came with poor grace from a committee 
which admitted it had 23 $15,000 and 
needed more and which had not seen fit to 
incorporate a statement of expenditures 
along with its report.

Fowler and His Followers Suffer a 
Squelching Defeat. 


Washington, D. C., May €—{Special.]— 
Under directions to prepare a bill which 
recognizes commercial paper through clear- 
ing house associations ad a safe and logical 
asset for emergency curreney, a committee 
of five republicans of the house will labor 
between now and next Monday night at the 
job. of getting out the financial measure, 
which the republican conference will ap- 
prove and present to the house for passage. 

The conférence of house republicans this 
evening lasted three hours and a half and re- 
sulted in a rising vote on the resolution of- 
fered by Representative Bennet of New 
York at last night's conference. 


It was adopted after being amended in | 


such manner as to cut eut all reference to 
the Vreeland bill, In accordance with its 
terms Chairman Sherman appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of Vreeland of New York, 
chairman; Weeks of Massachusetts, McKin- 
ney of IlHnois, Burton of Ohio, and Know- 
land of California, to draft a bill and present 
it to a conference to be calied for next Mon- 
day evening. 
Resolution ag Adopted. | 

The resolution as adépted is as follows: 

*** Resolved, That the committee approves 
the recognition of commercial paper through 
clearing house associations as a safe and 
logical asset for emergency currency, and 
also approves the proposition for a currency 
commission; be it further 

Resolved, That the chairman appoint 
a committee of five members to perfect the 
bill, said committee to report the perfected 
bill to the conference at an adjourned meet- 
ing within five days.” | 

Asserting themselves as favoring the bare 
proposition of approving the recognition of 
commercial paper as a safe and logical asset 
for emergency currency, Messrs. Fowler, 
Frince, and Hill, the bitter opponents of the 
Vreeland bill, voted for the resciation as 
adopted. The resolution in its amended form 
went through on a vote of 115 to 21. 

The conference consisted entirely of five 
minute speeches by members, according to 
the rule adopted at last night’s session. 
Among those who spoke in support of the 
adoption of a resolution commending the 
general principles of the Vreeland bill were 
Holliday, Graham, Payne, Crumpacker, Mc- 
Kinney, Dawson, Bonynge, Kennedy, Wat- 
son, Murdock, Alexander, Marshall Bennet, 
Pollard, Lorimer, and Calderhead. 

The opposers were Prince, Hill, Kuster- 
man, Keifer, McMorran, Steenerson; Per- 
kina, McCall, Fairchild, and Cooper. 


Oannon and Hill Clash. 

Speaker Cannon injected occasional com- 
ments inte the discussion and at one point 
got into a small row with Hill of Connecticut 
which threatened for an instant only to de- 
velop into a personal encounter. 

Hill took issue with Pollard of Nebraska 
on certain points of the financial question 
and advanced towards him speaking vehe- 
memly and shaking his fist. When it looked 
as though he were going to use Pollard as 
an object on Which to beat in order to em-

Chairman Fowler of the banking and cur- 
yency committee and his followers on that 


committee, who have been strenuous in their 


éfforte to defeat any measure short of the 
Fowler currency bill, went down to over- 
whelming defeat and left for home after the 
conference just a bit dejected over the re- 
buke that had been administered them. 

It is Mkely that several of them, having 
thus received what is undoubtedly the opin- 
ion of a majority of their colleagues, wil!

ABSENCE THOUGHT A JOKE. 


Boy Sinks to Bottom ot Pool Unob- 
served by His Mates or Director. 


The second drowning in the history of the 
swimming tank at the Central Young Men's 
Christian association, 158 La Salle street, 
occurred yesterday afternoon. Like the vic- 
tim ot the first tragedy, several years 
ago, Lewis Levy, 46 years old, son of M. 
Levy, a junk dealer, 319 Blue Island avenue, 
disappeared in the water unobserved while 
competing in a swimming race. 

The Levy boy, with Jake Levinson, 615 
West Twelfth street; Joseph Gold, 204 Aber- 
deen street, and Philip Wenston, 211 Ever- 
green street, went to the T. M. C. A. nata- 
torium shortly after 3 o’clock. Director 
Fred Hajek, in charge of the swimming tank, 
noticed that the boys were able to swim and 
did not give them much attention, thinking 
that they would be safe in the company of 
each other. 

After swimming about for half an hour the 
boys decided to leave the water and dress. 
Then it was that one of them proposed that 
they swim a race across the tank, climb out 
at the end near the dressing rooms. and see 
which one could be. dressed first. They 
pluriged in together, but Levy was outdis- 
tanced by his companions, who arrived at the 
end of the tank while he was still near the 


middle. 
Mates Discover He Is Missing. 

“ Come on, Lewis; you're slow,“ called one 
of the boys as they clambered up the side 
of the tank and ran for the dressing rooms. 
They dressed hurriedly and then discovered 
thet the clothes of their companion were 
sti hanging untouched in an adjoining room. 

“We beat Lewis, and he’s just hiding for 


fun,” said one of the boys who met Hajek 


and inquired if he had seen Levy. 

Hejek looked in the bathrooms but, not 
finding the missing lad, returned to the pool. 
Northeast winds during the last few days 
have rolled Lake Michigan and the water in 
the tank was not as clear as usual, so that 
Hajek could see nothing below the surface. 
Fearing an accident, he plunged into the 
tank and almost immediately discovered 
Levy’s body on the bottom. He brought the 
pody out of the water and pi ats sored 

siciane, in the meantime using 
moned phy ne 
Clark, house physician of St. Joseph's hos- 
pital, was summoned, as well as several other 
physicians, but all efforts at resuscitation 
failed. A member of the association was 
sent with Levy's companion to find the boy’s 
home and inform his parents. 


Secretary Gives His Version. 

We do not know just how the accident oc- 
curred,’ said the secretary of the associa- 
tion. “* The boy must have sunk without a 
sound and failed to come up again to the 
surface. There were a number of young fel- 
lows in the bath and dressing rooms close by. | 
Hajek was within a few feet of the tank 
and if Levy had uttered a cry or made even 
the slightest sound a dozen swimmers would 
fave gone to his ald immediately. The body 
was found in five or six feet of water. It is 
one of thése rare, unfortunate accidents 
which seem to be unpreventable.“ 

Offeers of the T. M. C. A. declared that they 
aid not think responsibility for the accident 
rested upon the association or upon Director 
Hajek, although they admitted he might 
have watched the pool more closely, The

Small Plot Fall of “Torrors. : 

The remarkable feature of the search for 
bodies at the farm is the small ares of ground 
in which they were buried. The Gunmens 
farm abuts upon Fiehtrap lake, a marshy . 
body of water, and fs near Clear lake, which 
is deeper. The house wae bullt on a knoll and 
faced east. 

Fifty feet to the south of the ruin is 6 
smell yard used for chickens and about fifty 
by twenty-five feet in area. The yard stands 
a little to the east of the barn and was handy 
as a place in which to throw refuse from the 
stable. It is fenced with woven wire of close 
mesh and by the neighbor was considered a 
chicken yard. f j 

In the northwest corner an irregular hole 
dug in the earth marks the grave from which 
the body of the man believed to have been 
Andrew Heigelein was taken. About five feet 
to the south of this hole is the unused vault 
from which the skeleton thought to be 3 
of the blond women was taken. 


Boy Discovers One Grave. 
On the south side of the yard, just under 
the fence and on the brink of a declivity 


which slopes sharply to Pishtrap lake, is the” ~“@ 
hole from which the thrée skeletons were 


taken this afternoon. The place has been 
masked by a tangled wire placed on top of it, 
the free ends of the wire being twisted in 
almost inextricable fashion in the strands 
of the fence. Attention was called to it by 6 
boy who kicked up a human rib which caught 
in the fence. 

The other bodies were taken from graves 
which, like the ones mentioned, had been 
made close to the fence at the east side of the 
inclosure. « There are two noticeably soft 
spots which have not been dug into as yet. 
These will be examined today. 

A little red carriage shed a few feet to the 
west of the lot and near a windmill is being 
used as a charnel house From it proceeds 
a stench that daunts even the most callous 
curiosity seeker. 

Budsberg’s Body Identified? 

The latest approach to identification of thé 
bodies is in the case of the skeleton dug up 
on Monday, which was reported to have had 
black hair and a black mustache. A careful 
examination today caused the physicians to 
declare later that the mustache was redor 
sandy. It is now believed this is the — 
of Ole B. Budsberg of Iola, Wis. 

Relatives of Budsberg are on the way to 
Laporte with a photograph in the hope of 
identifying the body. | 

Budsberg came here on March 23, 1907, 
supposediy through the agency of @ mar- 
riage bureau. On April 6, 1907, he appeared 
at the Laporte Sevings bank in company 
with Mrs. Gunness and cashed a check for 
$1,000, received as the proceeds of a mort- 
gage sold at the Farmers’ State bank of 
Iola. That was the last seen of him.

I do not 
care whether he confesses or not. He will 
hang anyway. 

“There are a lot of people in this town 
who would like to mob me for keeping that 
man in jail, but I am the only man here who 
is on the state’s side of the case and I am 
going to keep my own counsel in all matters 
which might mjure the case. If I didn’t be- 
lieve Lamphere guilty of murder, perad- 
venture, and beyond a doubt, I wouldn’t talk 
this way. 


Certain Mrs. Gunness Is Dead. 

“If anybody wants Mrs. Gunness, I can 
produce her in five minutes. All that is left 
of her is in the morgue. There is a possi- 
bility that she escaped. I consider that the 
trouble between her and Lamphere was a 
case of rogues falling out.“ 

Sheriff Smutzer inclines to a similar opin- 

fon. 
I consider the theory that Mrs. Gunness 
got away to be worthless,“ he said. “| 
think she killed at least a number of the 
bodies on the premises, if not all of them.

The father and sister of the Olsen girl re- 
fused to look upon the mangled remains that 
were spread upon planks in the carriage shed 
of the barn, but both were firm in their as- 
sertions that the girl was the murdered 
woman found at the top of the pile in the 
yesterday. They based 
their opinions upon statements of distinctive 
marks described by Coroner Mack and Dr. 
J. H. Wintam Meyer, who is in charge of the 
post-mortem examinations. 

„1 knew she is dead,” said Mr. Olsen. 
“She was to have come back to us on her 
18th birthday, which was last Tuesday, the 
day of the fire, and if she had been living 
during the last two years we surely would 
have heard from her before that time.” 

J can’t help feeling it is/my sister,’’ said 
Mrs. Olander, “‘ and I don't think it is neces- 


She didn’t 7 sary that we must suffer that terrible sight. 


We have not heard from Jennie for two 
years. Until then we used to get letters 
every once in awhile, and then they stopped. 

“In July, 1806, two of us saw her the last 
time. My younger sister, Sarah, was out 
here to see her once that epring, and in 
July she came out here again with me. We 
spent the day with Jennie, and she seemed 
happy. She said Mrs. Gunness was kind to 
her, let her go to school, and only made her 
do a small part of the housework. 

Thought to Have Entered School. 

„After we left-her a girl friend in Chicago 
told us Jennie had written that Mrs. Gun- 
ness was going to send her to school at 
Fergus Falls, Minn. She had mentioned to 
us thal Mrs. Gunness had talked about such 
a plan and when we heard this we thought 
it was true. We felt uneasy at times, but 
did not begin te worry for several months, 
When we heard about this we knew that 
our fears were well founded.” 

Further identification of the dead girl was 
made by John Weidner, an employé of a 
Laporte carriage shop, who used to call 
upon her at the Gunness home. He recog- 
nized her features and said that shortly be- 
fore her disappearance she told him that she 
might go away to school and that if she did 
she would send him her address. 

The next time he called Mrs. Gunness told 
him Jennie had gone and gave him an ad- 
dress to which to write. He sent four let- 
ters, and they were returned unclaimed. 
When he went to Mrs. Gunness’ home again 
he received no satisfactory answer, but at 
that time saw a red mustached stranger, who 
is thought to be among the dead. 

Bodies Found in Old Vault. 

Sheriff Smutzer had located a ““soft spot 
in the hard clay bed of the chicken yard close 
to the hole from which the body of Helgeiein 
had been taken, and it was there that heand 
Henry A. Huntson, a neighbor who has lent 
his assistance to the investigation, began dig- 
ging. 

At about 11:30 o’clock the shovels struck 
into wood and there was found the heavy 
planking of an old vault that was built during 
Mrs. Gunness’ occupancy of the farm. The 
shed was removed about two years ago, and 
it was thought that the vault had been filled 
with dirt. But there was no surprise ag the 
scraping teeth of a long pronged rake used 
by the investigators tore through-cloth and 
there came to light fragments of the same 
sort of burial that covered the bodies found 
on the previous day. ~ 

Beneath it could be seen the remnants of a 
human torso, and as the careful workers 
scratchéd away the clay and sacking there 
could be seen half a dozen parcels that con- 
tained all that was left of a human being. 

Body Destroyed by Lime. 

All of the parts were there—head, trunk, 
and limbs—but such had been the effect of 
time and the mixture of asheg and quick- 
lime poured over them that even the deter- 
mination of sex was impossible. The finding 
of a little clump of fine, long, blond hair 
led to the surmise that it was that of a 
women.

There 
were great nicks and notches as though the 
amputation Had been attempted with a 
hatchet or an ax. 

A few more inches and there lay uncovered 
a collection of bones that assembled proved a 
human skeleton. Confused with its parts 
were particles of broken glass, pieces of tin, 
and a fact that made some of the watchers 
shudder, the bones of a cow. The physicians 
easily differentiated between the two skele- 
tons, and those of the man or woman, they 
were unable to settle the question of sex, 
were placed in a tin pail. 

Within a few moments the receptacle was 
filled completely. A continuation of the 
digging had shown two more skeletons, the 
parts scattered and aged by time. In the 
head of the first the brain still retained some 
of its normal shape, but the eating ot the 
ashes and quicklime had left little except 
the lime composing the others. ; 

One Skull Is Missing. 

One skull of the second two skeletons was 
missing, and beyond this there was little 
attempt to assemble the parts. The dried 
bones were carried to the carriage shed and 
placed beside the mangled flesh dug from 
the ground the previous day. \ 

Sheriff Smutzer announced that the dig- 
ging would not be resumed until morning. 


Then the shovels will dig into unnaturally- 


soft clay beneath a little clump of Iilac 
bushes. In each instance where discoveries 
have rewarded the investigators thus far, 
the plunging of an iron through the soil 
showed it of a soft composition, while the 
natural character of the ground is unusually 
hard.

Noticed She Acted Strangely. 


“TI haven’t seen her since shortly after her 
first husband, Mr. Sorensen, died, and she 
hasn’t been in my home in twenty years. 
When she first came from the old country we 
noticed there was something strange about 
her. She seemed to be wild and flighty in her 
speech. Often she would mutterto herself, 
and when we asked her what she said she 
only laughed. 

My husband disliked her from the start. 
and that also did much to keep us apart. I 
don’t know what to think of all this. It is ter- 
rible.” 
Mrs. Larsen is 59 years old, ten years older 
than Mrs. Gunness. She said her sister also 
tried to adopt two or three other children, but 
who they were or whether she succeeded Mrs. 
Larsen did not know. , 
Mrs. Gunness during the latter part of their 
married life had two children by Sorensen, 
Myrtle, 11 years old, and Lucie, 8 years old, 
who burned to death with Phillip Gunness, 5 
years old, their half brother. An additional 
child of the Gunness marriage died when a 
baby and was buried in Forest Home ceme- 
tery. 
In 1894 Mrs. Sorensen and her husband 
bought a small confectionery store at 318 
Grand avenue. She insured the place, and 
about one year later the interior of the store 
was destroyed by a mysterious fire. At the 
time the fire broke out she was alone in the 
store, only her young children being wit- 
nesses to the origin of the blaze. 


Suspicions of the Fire. 


The first known of the fire was when Mrs. 
Sorensen, with her children, rushed out on 
the sidewalk crying Fire!“ at the top of 
her voice. The insurance adjusters found a 
number of suspicious circumstances point- 
ing directly to arson and Mrs. Sorensen had 
great difficulty in collecting the insurance. 
She declared a small kerosene lamp had 
exploded, but no trace could be found in the 
débris of glass fragments or other evidences 
of a broken lamp. The Sorensens bought 
the store from C. Christiansen, and after 
the fire Charles Christiansen, a brother of 
the first owner, now living at North Forty- 
second and Armitage avenues, purchased 
the property. A bill of sale conveying the 
store to Mrs. Sorensen still is in a safe at 
the store, which is now owned by John John- 
son. 

I did not know the woman, but I remem- 
ber Christiansen told me she had much 
trouble getting the insurance,“ said John- 
son. The neighbors talked a goog deal at 
the time, as I understand it, and some of 
them said they believed she set fire to the 
store.“ 
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Death Cause of Talk. 


It was after obtaining the insurance money 
that Mra. Sorensen sold the store and moved 
with her, husband to the Alma street house 
in Austin. Mrs. Larson said there was con- 
siderable talk by neighbors at the time Sor- 
ensen died. 

“I saw my sister shortly after her hus- 
band’s death and she told me he died of heart 
disease, said Mrs. Larsen. But I can’t 
remember all the details she related. 

But I do remember, however, that she 
told me both of them and the children were 
sitting on their porch and that Sorensen had 
been complaining of illness, Then she went 
into the house to prepare supper and later 
called her husband. She said he refused to 
eat and went upstairs and lay down on the 
bed. v 
After a while my sister went upstairs to 
see how he was, and then she told me she 
found him dying. A doctor was sept for, but 
whether Sorensen died before or after the 
doctor’s arrival I can’t remember.“ 

A couple of years before the mysterious 
death of Sorensen fire broke out in the Alma 
street house in which they lived. Mrs. Soren- 
sen also collected insurance following that 
fire. Several other houses burned at the 
same time, and Mrs. Sorensen declared the 
fire originated in the house of a nelghbor 
next door. 


Hints of Poison Uttered. 


„ Some of the neighbors said Mrs. Soren- 
gen hadigiven her husband poison and mur- 
dered him, said Mrs. Larsen, and I heard 
there was talk of exhuming the body. But 
my husband and I never mixed in the affair 
and I know little about it.“ 

Following the death of Sorensen the widow 
collected $8,500 insurance on his life and 
then went to visit a cousin, a farmer living 
in Otter Tail county, near Fergus Falls, 
Minn. While on this farm she became ac-. 
quainted with Gunness, After two months 
at her cdusin’s farm Mrs. Sorensen and Gun- 
ness came to Chicago and were married. 
The Alma street house in Austin was 
traded for the farm property at Laporte 
and the Gunness couple, with the two Soren- 
sen children and little Jennie Olsen, adopted 
by Mrs. Sorensen @ couple of years pre- 
viously, went to live on the 
tragedies have been revealed. ö 

In an effort to find motwe for the crimes 
evidently committed by Mrs. Gunness, Mrs. 
Larsen revealed some significant “traits in 
her sisters character. She said Mrs. Gun- 
ness was fond of children and crazy 
for money. „ 
„ never saw such a money mad person 
in my lite,“ said Mrs. Larsen. It seemed 
that she would do anything for money. But 
how she could commit all these terrible mur- 
ders is beyond my understanding. If she 
did it I am convinced she was not alone 
about It. 

Burial in Chicago Planned. 
Before the bodies were found in the barn- 
yard of the Gunness farm it was the inten- 
tion of Mrs. Larsen to have the bodies of her 
sister and the three children shipped to Chi- 
cago for burial. Preparations were being 
made when Rudolph Larsen, a son, received 
a message from Laporte telling of the grew- 
some discoveries there. 

Mrs. Larsen’s son immediately went to 
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of the bodies which the Larsen family intend- 
ed to bury. 
Mrs. Larsen has started a contest to break 
the will left by Mrs. Gunness. By the terms 
of the will, which Mrs. Gunness caused to 
be drawn a few days before the fire in which 
she and her children are believed to have 
gerished, the Gunness property, amounting 
to about $11,500, ie left to the Norwegian 
Orphans’ home in Chicago. 
Mrs. Larsen and her son went to Laporte 
and began the contest last Saturday, return- 
ing to Chicago on Monday. Here is what 
Mrs. Larsen said the attorney in Laporte 
told her about the manner in which the will 
Was made: i 
Tells of Drawing Will. 
„ went to see the attorney because I 
thought something was wrong with my sis- 
ter’s mind. I1 don’t remember the lawyer's 
name. He told me Mrs. Gunness came to 
him and asked him to make her will beeause 
she feared the hired man on her farm. 
„% am afraid Lampheré will Kill me,’ 
she told the lawyer. When the attorney 
asked her if she had any living relatives be- 
side her children she laughed hysterically, 
but gave no answer. Then she told him with 
tears in her eyes that all her money should 
go to the Norwegian Orphans’ home in Chi- 
cago in the event her own children did not 
outlive her. ; 
“The lawyer told me he also felt there was 
something wrong with Mrs. Gunness, but he 
couldn’t be positive. 
„We didn’t want any of the money for 
ourselves, but Mrs. Gunness has a crippled 
sister and an aged brother in Norway who 
now are unable to support themselves. It 
was for their sake we wanted to contest the 
will.“ 
Mrs Larsen said she had learned from resi- 
dents near the Gunness farm that Mrs. Gun- 
ness had not slept for a week prior to the 
fire in which she and the children perished. 


Fate of Bequest a Problem. 
It is now problematical whether the board 
of directors of the Norwegian Orphans’ home 
would accept the Gunness money even if it 
could be had without a contest. 
Just what will be done in the matter could 
not be forecast by any members of the asso- 
ciation now in the city. The Rey. C. K. 
Solberg, pastor of Zion Lutheran church, is 
president of the Norwegian Orphans’ Home 
association. Pastor Solberg will return to 
Chicago today from Minnesota, where he 
has been on business connected with the 
church. 
The association at present js engaged in 
raising $25,000 for a new building for the 
home in Norwood Park. The news of the 
Gunness will came as a great surprise to the 
members of the association, as Mrs. Gunness 
never previously had contributed toward the 
support of the home.

Tonight the city is gay with merrymaking 
and the long program of entertainments 
planned in honor of the fleet is well under 
‘Way. Streets and buildings are Hluminated 
for the first time in the history of the new 


Official dinners, band concerts, and a rect p- 
tion and ball at the Fairmount hotel, with 
&,000 invited guests, are features of the first 
evening of the fleet's stay. 

The great fleet threaded ifs way through 
the crowded harbor, and the battleships, 
having the right of line, were first to let their 
anchors go. The sixteen veterans of the At- 


lantic cruise, augmented by two battleships 


recruited here for the remainder of the trip 
ground the world—the Nebraska and Wis- 
consin—occupy the two inside lines of the 
four columns of ships now in the harbor. 
The armored cruisers of the Pacific fleet 
have the line nearest the Oakland shore, 
while the little black destroyers of both the 
Atlantic and Pacific fleets are berthed close 
in toward the San Francisco water front. 
The excursion fleet was kept out of the war- 
ships’ pathway by a patrol of revenue cut- 
ters, and all ferry service was suspended 
during the parade. 


“Fighting Bob” in Command. 

Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, command- 
er in chief of the Atlantic fleet and just now 
in cOmmand of the assembled ships of both 
oceans, stood on the afterbridge of the Con- 
pecticut as the famous flagship led the way 
through the harbor’s gate. His active naval 
Oareer is to close on Sunday next, when he 
formally will be relieved from command.

The engineers reported that water could be

of 300 pounds to the square inch. 

Inasmueh as ‘the pipe would be above 


j ground, measures for preventing the freez- 


ing of the water in winter would be neces- 
sary. For this purpose the engineers 
mended a circulating pump, by means 
which a current would be kept flowing 
through the main. The alternative would be 
the use of a saline solution which would be 
tremendously expensive. 

In addition to the pumping station pro- 
vision is made for the application of pressure 
from three fire tugs in the river at Lake 
street, Fifth avenue, and Quincy street. 
With this secondary force it is estimated 
16,000 gallons a minute could be pumped 
into the main in emergencies. 


Seeks City’s Lost Revenue. 


An extraordinary contract for city water by 
which the International Harvester company 
has been enabled to save $40,000 a year that 
should have gone to the city has been un- 
earthed by Commissioner Hanherg of the 
department of public works. He has re- 
pudiated the arrangement and taken steps to 
collect the full amount of the revenue due, 
which is said to be $42,205. 

This latest instance of mismanagement of 
the water system was uncovered in a search 
through the business transactions of the 
Harrison and Dunne administrationan He 
found the Deering plant was using 3,000,000 
gallons of water a day, for which it pays the 
city only $1,000 a year. 

An investigation revealed the existence of 
eight water meters, three of which are not in 
use. In addition, the company obta ins water 
from the Fullerton avenue cogduit through a 
thirty inch pipe. 

City Engineer Ericson reported that it. 
was possible to use 3,000,000 gallons a day 
from this one source, and Chief Water As- 
sessor Thomas Byrne figured that under the 
ordinance this water should be paid for at the 
rate of 4½ cents per 1,000 galions. Mr. Han- 
berg also found a contract entered into by 
Commissioner Wiliam L. O'Connell under 
the Dunne reform administration Oct. 
8. 1906. This contract provided for a com- 
pensation of $1,000 a year “ for all the water 
the company may desire to use from this 
conduit for a period of ten years. 


They Get No Favor. 

A new policy in the dealings of the city 
with corporations was brought to the fore by 
Ald. Pringle, chairman of the new council 
committee on gas, oil, and electric light. It 
is that no favors should be granted to corpo- 
rations that cannot come to the council with 
clean hands. 

The alderman proceeded to apply his the- 
ory by frowning on fhe request of Louis 
Weber & Co. to reduce the compensation they 
are required to pay the city on their electric 
lighting business. Ald. Pringle pointed out 
that Weber is an habitual offender against 
the smoke ordinance and has put the city to 
inconvenience and expense thereby. No ac- 
tion was taken by the committee. 

The committee decided to ask the Chicago 
Telephone company to supply special direc- 
tories for the subscribers to neighborhood 
exchanges. 

Files Reply in Alley Case. 

The reply to the petition for a writ of man- 
damus filed by David Hanson in the Circuit 
court to compel-the Marshall Field estate to 
remove off an alley the building occupied by 
Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. at State and Mad- 
ison streets will be filed by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Emil C. Wetten this morn- 


ing.

‘annette’ Clark Seeks Death After 
Quarrel During Honeymoon. 


An attempt yesterday afternoon by Mrs. 
Annette Clark: to commit suicide in the sa- 
loon of Emil Svilakos, 136 North Clark street. 
added another chapter to the tragedy of a 
year ago in which her father, Charles A. 
Moore, former treasurer of the North Chi 
cago Street Railway company, shot Kath- 
erine La Mont in a North Clark street con- 
cert hall while his daughter was singing on 
the stage. ä 

Mrs. Clark was well known on the north 
side as a singer in the concert halls. She 
was enamored of the life in the concert Ball 
and preferred it te luxury, it is said. Her 
fatber was a confidant of Yerkes, but met 
with financial reverses, and his daugkter 
adopted the stage as a profession. 

Two weeks ago Mrs. Clark was arrested 
with others when a man claimed he had 
been robbed in a saloon at 127 North Clark 
street. The following morning she told 
Municipal Judge Torrison she was married 
and lived with her husbard at 221 Dearborn 
avenue. It was found she was living with 
Clark, but they were not married, Clark’s 
arrest followed and they were fined $25 each. 
To escape a term in the bridewell they were 
married the following morning in the Chi- 
cago avenue police court and the fines were 
remitted as a wedding present. 


Deed Follows Honeymoon. Discord. 


Discord interrupted the honeymoon, how- 
ever, and Clark finaliy appealed to the po- 
lice. He said he could not keep his wife away 
from old associates. He returned home early 
in the afternoon toeffect a reconciliation, but 
a quarrel! followed, and Clark left. 

Shortly after 4 o'clock Mrs. Clark entered 
the Svilakos saloon and saw her husband sit- 
ting at a table talking to two women, it is 
said. She took a bottle of carbolic acid from 
her pocket and placed it to her lips. One of 
the women with Clark screamed, she is 
killing herself.“ Clark Jumped towards his 
wife and knocked the bottle from her lips, but 
not before she had taken part of the contents.

hospital, where it was found she was in a seri- 
ous condition.

ALONE IN OONTAGION WARD. 


Searlet Fever Attacks Young Woman 
and Next Comes Diphtheria. 


When Miss Marion Bremond of Evanston 
was suddenly attacked with scarlet fever 
while visiting in Denver, Colo., the “ pest- 
house of the contagion hospital was the 
only place open to receive her. Asa patient 
there she contracted diphtheria. Yesterday 
a telegram was received by her stepfather, 
Frederick Arnd, urging him to come at once, 
This wae sent by Mrs. Arnd, the young wom- 
an's mother. 

Mies Bremond, who is well known in north 
shore society, contracted the first disease 
soon after arriving in the western city dur- 
ing the last of February. During the few 
days that she had been there she had been 
éntertained at a number of homes. She and 
her mother were guests of the Brown hotel 
when she was taken ill, The physicians at 
once ordered her removal to the ¢ontagion 
hospital. 

After several weeks she recovered and 
finally was allowed to return to the hotel. 
A day or so afterward Miss Bremond be- 
came ill the second time and it was dis- 
covered that she was suffering from a severe 
attack of diphtheria. Ste was removed 
again to the contagion hospital.

In the message to Mr. Arnd, urging him to 
come at once, Mrs, Arnd said that her daugh- 
ter had not improved and that she was cr'it- 
icaljy III.

According to Mrs. Arnd, there was only 
the public institution in Denver for the treat- 
ment of contagious diseases. She said that 
she had tried to make arrangements at some 
private hospital for her daughter, but that 
it had been impossible. 

When the residents of the Avenue house in 
Evanston, where Mr. and Mrs. Arnd and Mias 
Bremond have resided for several years, 
heard last week of her Hiness they wrote a 
long letter expressing their sympathy, which 
was signed by each one who lives there. 
This was forwarded to Miss Bremond in care 
of the Denver hospital. At that time it was 
gaid that she was improving and would soon 
be able to start for Chicago. The next mes- 
sage received was the telegram yesterday. 


Shows Gain at First. 

Miss Bremond's iil health was the cause of 
the trip to the west, where she has been ac- 
customed to spend the spring monthe for sev- 
eral years. On her arrival in Denver she said 
that she felt greatly improved.

MANN MAKES STATEMENT 


Assures Editor Price Is Not More 
Likely to Be Dollar More 
‘Next Year. . 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Special.)— 
One feature that attracted the attention of 
the newspaper publishers from all sections 


ot the United States, who are here to testify 
_ before the house select committee at the

Frederick R. Martin, editor and business 


manager of the Providence, R. I., Journal, 
had testified as to the price paid by his paper,

Martin Tells of Increases.

Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Special.]—The 
deliberations of congress’ were interrupted 
by a crasy man this afternoon. George F. 
Gridley of Providence, R. L, who had been 
performing the antics of an pnbalanced in- 
@'vidual for several days in Washington, 
arose in the men’s gallery of the house and 
proceeded to wave a minlature American 
flag and launch forth into an oration on tem- 
perance, taxes, and the rights of citizens in 
general. 

‘The debate on the proposition of replacing 
the canteen at soldiers’ homes was in prog- 
ress and the insane man had John Wesley 
Gaines, who was making a flery temperance 
speech, as his competitor on the floor. 

The senate was invaded by an insane sailor 
last month. He delivered his rambling ad- 
dress from the gallery—or at least com- 
menced It—just as Gridley did in the house 
this afternoon. With Carrie Nation as the 
first to break the rules of the senate in 
launching into oratory without recognition 
from the chair, this makes three individuals 
who have been arrested for addressing con- 
gress in recent years. 


“Justice” Was His Object. 


Gridley Was hustled out of the galvery by 
police in short order and down to the guard- 
room, where he was detained long enough 5 

e 
said he had owned $4,500 worth of property 
at Providence, of which he had been de- 
prived.owing to an alleged defect in the tax 
title. 

He had tried the Rhode Island courts and 
the Rhode Isiand legislature, but had not 
Deciding to 


to Washington to tell his troubles to the 
president and congress. 

Gridley halted his tale at several points to 
distribute campaign buttons to the police- 
men and reporters. These buttons, he said.

Representative Granger of Rhode Island 
said he had known Gridley, and that a week 
ago he had asked to be taken to the White 
house by the congressman that he might ask 
Mr. Roosevelt whether he would accept the 
republican nomination, announcing that it 
was his intention to issue 10,..0,000 campaign 
buttons if he did. 

Gridley showed up at the White house this 
morping but was denied admission to the 
president. He appeared quite harmless and 
fairly rational. Later in the day he was 
seen endeavoring to sell to the chief of the 
fire department a patent hose coupler. He 
wound up his day's doings by his speech from 
the house gallery and is now in jail.

| EQUIP BOAT FOR ILLINOIS NAVY. 


Plans Made for Fitting Out Nashville, 
Which Will Start for Chicago Late 
in the Summer. 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Special.]—aAr- 
rangements for completely equipping! the 
gunboat, Nashville, which has been turned 
over by the navy for the use of the Illinois 
naval reserves, are being perfected at the 
navy department. Capt. Warren Frederick 
Purdy, commanding officer’ of the reserve 
is in Washington for the purpose of nego- 
tiating with the navy for the equipment that 
will be placed on the Nashville. Capt. Purdy 
said today that the Nashville's repairs will 
be completed late in August and that the 
vessel would be taken around by sea, up the 
St. Lawrence river, and through the great 
lakes to Chicago by a band of seventy-five 
members of the state naval militia. The 
government will maintain six shipkeepers 
on the vessel constantly and supply $7,000 
cash annually as its share of the Nashville's 
maintenance.

Senate Committee Bits to 
Pass Hopkins Amendment 
to Postoffice Bill. 


WAGON CONTRACT SIGNED | 


price the government ghould pay for 


McCleary Tells of New System in 
Force to Lessen Amount of 
Matter Hauled in City. 


Washington. D. C., May 6.—[Specia!.]—Cri- 
cago will have its mail transported throngh 
the city by screen wagoné instead of by 
tunnel if the action. of the senate committee 
on postoffices and post roads is allowed to 
stand. That committee heard the gecond 
assistant postmaster general this morning 
and also gave a further hearing to Harry 
A. Wheeler, spokeeman of the Chicago busi- 
ness men's committee. The postoffice ap- 
propriation bill will be ordered reporfed with 
the Hopkins amendment providing for tun- 
nel transportation service unadopted. 
Unless there is considerable agitation and 
disprovement of the postoffice department’s 
figures to the effect that the screen wagon 
service at Chicago will cost $125,000 less 
than the tunnel service it hardly will ‘be 
possible to have the amendment adopted on 
the floor of the senate when the postoffice 


bill comes up for consideration, although 


Senator Hopkins probably will offer it there. 


. Hauling in Chicago Lessened. 

Second Assistant Postmaster General Me- 
Cleary told the postoffice committee that he 
had signed the screen wagon contract for 
Chicago, and asserted his belief that mail 
could be handled adequately by that means. 
He said a system recently had been put in 
force whereby mails destined for points be- 
yond Chicago were no longer sent through 
that city but/around it in regular mail cars. 
This, he said, had lessened considerably the 
hauling that was necessary heretofore Raids 
the city. He told the committee that the 
entire cost of screen wagon service, including 
extra labor hire in handling bags and extra 
dump room at stations, would be but a trifle 
over $170,000, estimating the extra cost in 
addition to the contract at $25,000. 

The cpmmittee peferred to the statement of 
Mr. Wheeler made yesterday to the effect 
that the extra cost would be $50,000 and’re- 
ceived Mr. Wheeier’s statement that figures 
had been obtained from postoffice people in 
Chicago. 

The disdrepanes in the two estimates was 
not explained by Mr. McCleary. There was 
also a discrepancy between the figures of- 
fered by Mr. Wheeler concerning the amount 
of nail Handled at Chicago and the figures 
on the same subject submitted by Mr. Me- 
Cleary. It amounted to a difference of al- 
most 40 per cent, but was explainable by Mr. 
McCleary’s statement regarding mails that 
are now being sent around the city instead of 
through it. 


McCleary Charges Dictation. 


The committee seemed greatly interested in 


the transactions of the second assistant post- 


master general in closing the screen wagon 
contract, and inquired closely concerning the 
offers of the Chicago Tunnel company. Mr. 
McCleary said he considered he was being 
dictated to by that company regarding the 
ts mall 
transportation in Chicago, and after looking 
over the ground in Chicago he had accepted 
the wagon company’s bid of $145.000, as 
against $300.000 proposed by the tunnel com- 
pany, believing that the wagon service, while 
not quite as efficient as the tunnel, would be 
acceptable to the government, and especially 
so in view of the price. He said that sixty- 
nine wagons could operate easily in the 
streets and with reasonable promptness. 

Mr. Wheeler addressed a further argument 
to the committee on behalf of the tunnel 
contract. He said that certain municipal 
improvements, including the construction of 
a subway system, which were contemplated 
fcr an early day, would digarrange the streets 
so badly that the mail wagons would find 
it almost impossible to operate. 


Asked About Tunnel Owners. 


During the course of his testimony today 
Mr. Wheeler was asked to na some of the 
stockholders of the tunnel company. His 
reference to several prominent capitalists 
and millionaires of Chicago brought quiet 
comment from one of the members of the 
committee to the effect that the company 
was not likely to suffer if the mail contracts 
were taken from it. 

Although consideration of the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill was not concluded this even-

Next to the tariff the ballots show a persist- 
ent demand for the reguiation of trusts. 
These planks will doubtless be made as 
strong as popular sentiment in the democratic 
camp can write them. Many of the voters 
who responded to Tun TRIBUNE'S appeal, 
and especially those who record themselves 
for Bryan, take occasion now and then to 
say that 1 took Bryan’s policy and 
has enforced part of it. 


West Resents Centralization. 

There is throughout the northern central 
states, however, a distinct absence of the 
pronounced conservative sentiment discov- 
ered on the ballots from the southern and 
north Atlantic states. I have found scarcely 
a ballot which. shows any real hostility to 
Bryan, whereas to the south and east of the 
Mississippi valley there were scores of voters 
who went out of their way to attack the peer- 
less leader. Curiously enough, too, state 
rights seem to figure more in the section N 
Chicago than in the states east of the Al 
-ghenies and south of the Potomac and Ohio. 
Many voters from the central west seem to 
resent. bitterly the policy of the president so 
far as. it looks to the centralization of au- 
thority at Washington. 

Bryan’s pet scheme of government guar- 
antee of bank deposits finds an echo in many 
of these Tripunge ballots, and the govern- 
ment ownership of railroads is mentioned 
now and then, but scarcely often enough to 

make it appear likely that it will become a 
party policy. 
One Missouri editor when asked about the 
probable important issues of the campaign 
replied:

‘ THE WAY TO WIN ELECTIONS. 
Congresziona! legislation enacted on the 
eve of an election has sometimes been 
damaging to the party responsible for it. 
The McKinley tariff act of 1890 is a 
case in point. It was the chief cause of 
the sweeping democratic victory that fall 
at the congressional elections. That law 
gave democrats 4 huge majority in the 
house. It retired Mr. Cannon from active 
political life for two years. He learned 


that there are octasions when ante-elec- 


tion legislation is hazardous. 

So it is if it be objectionable legislation 
—legislation to which there is heated 
oppesition in the ranks of the party re- 
sponsible for it. That was the case with 
the MéKinley law. The leaders who put 
it through had fair notice that trouble 
Was in store for them. Good legislation, 
favored not merely by most of the mem- 
bers of the party in power but by a ma- 
jority of the voters irrespective of party, 
never has hurt and never will hurt the 
political organization that puts it in force.

Whatever they may do to 
obstruct bad legislation will serve the 
interests of their country and their party. 
Anything they may do in the way of ob- 
structing good or promoting bad legislation 
will be harmful to the party and the 


obuntry.

an adverse vote at the primaries or the 
polls if a policy of going before the voters 
on a record of congressional inactivity 
during a long session shall be persisted in.

The man who finds time in rainy 
weather to recall the many days of sun- 
shine the city enjoys each year is of gen- 
nine optimistic type. He has a distinctly 
helpful influence when conditions are dis- 
couraging. His records of bright skies 
may not affect the passing clouds, Bat 
they do call attention to the fact that 
Chicago climate has a good deal in its 
favor. 

Applied to the field of national busi- 
ness conditions the same theory has its 
value. Prosperity cannot be secured by 
resalution. Boards of trade and clubs of 
various kinds will net make business bet- 
ter by fiat. But they can stimulate the 
people to hopefulness and substitute the 
optimistic spirit for that of depression and 
discouragement. 

This is the real worth of the movement 
which seems ready to spread over the 
country. The sunshine clubs are good. 
Keen observers report many things which 
are hopeful. The American people are 
greatly influenced by feeling. If certain 
conditions prevail panie results. Money 
becomes scarce. There is curtailment and 
retrenchment. When the reason is sought 
it is often found to be a fear caused by 
the discouraged utterances of some one 
who is supposed to be in a position to 


‘know. 


It is a poor rule that will not work 
both ways. Some may recall the boy 


whistling to keep his courage up. Others: 


may remember the, suggestion of inability 
of a person to liffihimself by his boot- 
straps. The hopefnl individual gets in- 
spiration from another familiar. saying 
which proclaims the power of a long pull, 


a strong pull, and a pull all together. 


Confidence is at the bottom of prosper- 
ity. If those who control business in 
many lines unite in a determined effort to 
improve conditions they may be able to 
accomplish a great deal. Whether they 
do so or not, the optimistic spirit and the 
bright ontlook are far more satisfactory 
than depression and gloom. The sunshine

Britain, suggesting the familiar story of 
the petty German ruler who, having pur- 
chased a new cannon, was obliged to obtain 
the permission of hig neighboring so 
eigns before he could fire it, as any pr 
tile which it hurled must inevitebly carry 
beyond his borders before it fell.

Emperor William himself, whose own Prus- 
sian monarchy embraces a population of 
nearly 40 000,000, that is to say, two-thirds of 
the. population of the entire.empire, receives 
from the Prussian treasury a civil list which 
bears favorable comparison with those of the 
rulers of Great Britain, Italy, and Austria, 
and moreover is called upon to bear all sorts 
of expenses, such as, for instance, the main- 
tenance of royal operas and theaters not 
only at Berlin but also at Wiesbaden, Han- 
over, etc., from which King Edward is ex- 
empt. 

Then, too, he receives nothing whatsoever 
as German emperor. 

But the large sums paid in the Shape of 
civil lists to the other and minor sovereigns 
of the German empire, all of them petty 
sovereigns in the broadest sense of the werd, 
and de facto, if not de jure. vassals of the 
kaiser, are superfluous, and it is amazing 
that so clever and above all so eminently 
practical a nation as the Germana could con- 
sent not only to put up with a system that 
hag furnished material to every satirist and 
opera bouffe composer, but which Hkewiee 
constitutes such a heavy drain upon their 
resources and upon the prosperity of their 
country. 

Were the petty sovereigns of Germany 
ewept away and the empire to content itself 
with one monerch in the person of the kaiser, 
and with one reigning family—namely: that 
of Hohenzollern, it would not only save all 
the millions of dollars squandered upon the 
civil lists of the twenty-one petty sovereigns 
of Germany, several of whom are hopelesaly 
ingane, and some others eccentric to the last 
degree, but would also be able to congolidate 
all the separate state governmente under 
one head, the saving, according to careful 
estimates which have been formed, among 
others, by such experts as Councilor of State 
Martin, wöuld amount to some 6250 000.000 
a year.

ADVISING MURDER. 


The general assembly has been asked to 
pass a-law making it a felony for any 
one to advocate publicly by word of 
mouth or in writing the murder of any 
person in Illinois or elsewhere. If there 
were such a law, it would be possible to 
send to the penitentiary anybody who 
printed in this state a paper similar to 
that anarchist publication in Paterson, N. 
J., which was thrown’ out of the mails 
for giving murderous advice. If there 
were such a law, any man who got up in 
a public meeting in this state and, songht 
to Impress upon his hearers the desira- 
bility of murdering some policemen or 
public officials could be sent to the peni- 
tentiary. At present he could be charged 
only with a misdemeanor. 

It is to be hoped that nobody in the 
legislature will see in this measure an 
invasion of the right to free speech or a 
free press, or will assert that the present 
penalties for reeommending murder as a 
panacea for alleged social ills are ade- 
quate. It is true that the men who ap- 
plaud the murderers of kings, presidents, 
and policemen, and urge others to go and 
do likewise, are not ip the habit of risk- 
ing their own necks. They leave the 
assassin’s hazards to others. Their vio- 
lent speeches and writings stir up others 
to commit bloody deeds. If the fiery 
counselor of murder knew that the peni- 
tentiary awaited him he would not be so 
prodigal with his advice. He would not 
court the martyrdom of hard labor. 

We shall see whether these men who 
preach the gospel of murder have any 
friends in the Llinois legislature.

The laws on the subject of the use of flags 
are but little known either in America or 
abroad, a fact which is to be regretted since 
sometimes people become involved in serious 
trouble with the authorities through sheer 
ignorance. 

In Europe these laws are of a much more 
elaborate and severe character than in Amer- 
ica. Thus, the unauthorized use of the royal 
standard in England is apt to land a man in 
jail and to his being mulcted in a heavy fine, 
while in the case of ships which use the 
British flag without due authorization and 
without having complied with all the condi- 
tions required before such authorization is 
granted, they are declared forfeit to the Brit- 
igh crown. Thus im the English court at 
Shanghai the steamer Maori King. belonging 
to an Austrian firm, and engaged in the con- 
veyance of Chinese coolies to Mexico for work 
on the railroads there, has just been declared 
forfeited to King Edward, along with every- 
thing on board, by Sir Havilland Sausmarez, 
the judge of the British Supreme court in 
China. 

The continental countries of Europe are 
even still more drastic in their methods of 
dealing with any misuse of the national flag 
and the standard of the reigning house, either 
on land or at sea, and this is a fact which’ 
cannot be sufficiently impressed upon those 
who visit the old world for the first time, as 
there are all sorts of things in this con- 
mection which are apt to be construed into 
acts of grave offense.

It is even well to be careful in the matter 
of flowers. There are many continental coun- 
tries in which flowers are regarded in the 
light of political emblems, and often as the 
badges of societies engaged in agitation and 
even warfare against the government. Thus 
the floral badge of the Society of Italia Ir- 
redenta, which has for its object the wrest- 
ing of the Italian speaking provinces of 
Austria from the sway of Emperor Francis 
Joseph for the purpose of uniting them to 
the dominions of King Victor Emmanuel, is 
the field daisy or marguerite, and the wear- 
ing of this flower in the buttonhole or a 
corsage bouquet im the Italian speaking 
provinces of Austria, especially around 
Trieste, is apt to be looked upon by the local 
authorities as an Indication of treason and 
to lead to extremely Unpleasant attention on 
the part of the Austrian police.

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Corset Cover of Old Wall. 

Most every woman has tucked away in the 
corner of her drawer several more or less 
elaborate lingerie waists which she cannot 
bring herself to throw away, but which seem 
almost beyond repair. Asa rule, it is the 
collar, yoke, or sleeves of these waists which 
are worn out, or maybe it is the back where 
they have been pinned down to the skirt. 

It is the work whigh has been lavished on 
these waists and thé yards of perfectly good 
lace and embroidery which have made her 
save these wrecks, and now she may be 
thankful, for with a little material to match 
her waist, a few yards of lace and heading, 
and a pair of deft hands she can make her- 
self some corset covers, the like of which 
she never had before. 

Unless the backs are worn, all she needs 
do is cut the waists as low in the front, back, 
and shoulders as she wishes her corset cover 
to be and to cut out the sleeves. Then she 
will cut off the waist at the waist line and 
neatly fit it into a band. This process has 
eliminated the worn yoke, collar, and slerves. 

With the bias lawn tape, which comes for 
just this purpose, she will bind the neck and 
armholes and finish them with lace slightly 
fulled on. 

If the backs are worn she can rip them

Another improvement he pointed out in the 
Philadelphia structure was that the outside 
longitudinal steel girders rige several feet 
above the level of the rails, giv ing increased 
protection against a train running off the 
structure in case of derailment. - ,

New York, May 6.—[Special.J—A further 
and substantial rise in prices today, in con- 
tinuation of the movement under way at the 
close of business on Tuesday, had practically 
no basis in the day’s news concerning finan- 
clal markets. It was attributable almost 
entirely to technical conditions and to the 
operations of the professional speculators. 

Nevertheless, the trading was active and 
the advances vigorous and general, includ- 
ing for the first time a number of shares, 
such as International Mercantile Marine, 
American Locomotive, and American Smelt- 
ing, which have long been neglected. Leader- 
ship was confined once more to Union Pacific, 
Northern Pacific, and St. Paul, the rise in 
Union Pacific directing attention to the fact 
that the board of directors of that property 
meet today, presumably for dividend pur- 
poses, as well as to plan the details of the 
laue of a portion of the bonds just author- 
ized by the stockholders.

Wall Street Hears That Eastern Outlet 
of the Proposed Transcontinental Sys- 
tem Has Changed Hands.

Winslow 8. Pierce, general counsel for the 
company and formerly its president, said the 
report of the transfer of stock and ownerpghip 
Was news to him.

Subsequently the German bank of- 
fered the collateral for sale at auction and 
bid it in at 58. The bank is suing for the 
difference between the price at which it bid 
in the bonds and that at which it took them 
for collateral. The Equitable Trust company 
made a loan of 770,000 on like terms and bid 
in its bonds at 66. 

The stock of the company is closely held 
by the Gould party. There is $15,000,000 of 
it at par value, and little is held outside Gould 
circles. Recent quotations for the stock have 
been between $6 and $8 a share. Nowhere in 
the Gould circle was it believed the owners 
would part with the company at present 
prices.

The change is @ welcome one to shippers, 
who heretofore have complained of the dif_i- 
culty of having cases heard and decided. It 
is thought the new system will do away with 
many of the cases which now are submitted 
to interstate commerce commission hearings.

DRAINAGE CANAL. ' 


Upper End of Channel and 
South Branch of River Near 
It Are Half Filled. 


REPORTTO REALTY BOARD 


H. H. Walker Says This Caused 
Recent Irruption of Dirty 
Water Into Lake. 


The charge that the drainage board is al- 
lowing the channel of tMe river to fill up and 
thus incapacitate the canal from carrying a 
requisite flow of water was made yesterday 
in a report by Henry H. Walker to the real 
estate board. This is the reason, he says, 
why the current in the river was reversed 
during the floods a few weeks ago and sewage 
@tverted into the lake. 

Mr. Walker, who ip a member of the board's 
committee on sanitary district, submitted a 
map of the west fork of the south branch of 
the river and of the upper end of the drainage 
channel showing extending sev- 
eral blocks in either direction from their 

on point near the McCormick harvester 
The soundings were taken by C. F. 
Widie of the Bdward Hines Lumber com- 


pany. 
Shallow Waters at Many Points. 


In explaining this map Mr. Walker says in 
Als report: 

“It appears that in the drainage canal it- 
self at some points the water twenty feet out 
from the dock line is only two feet deep. At 
one point the water is indicated as being only 


5 one foot deep, and at other places the depth 


is shown to be respectively three, four. six, 
eight, nine, eleven, twelve, and so on up to 
a maximum depth of twenty feet. 

* “The figures on the map for the depth of 
water In the west fork of the river, west of 
the mouth of the drainage canal. show it to 
be just about the same as in the drainage 
canal itself. 

“In the west fork, east of the mouth of the 
frainage canal, there is shown at a distance 
of twenty feet from the dock line depths of 
water of only twelve feet in several places. 
At several other points the depth is thirteen 
feet and at others fourteen, fifteen, sixteen, 
seventeen. eighteen, and so on up to a maxi- 
mum depth at several points of twenty-four 
feet. 

“ From the depths of water shown hy these 
‘soundings it is apparent that the channels 
have been almost entirely filled up at some 
points by deposits of some kind. 

“From the condition thus shown of the 
west fork of the south branch and the drain- 
age canal it is apparent why during recent 
weeks the water of the Chicago river has 
-- found its way out into Lake Michigan. 

When a cross section of the drainage 
canal shows an average depth from three 
soundings taken, one in the middle and two 
twenty feet respectively from either dock 
line, of only. nine feet, it is apparent that it 
is not possible for such a channel to convey 
enough water to reverse the current of the 
Chicago river and keep it out of the lake.“ 


Thinks Auxiliary Canals Hopeless. 


In an accompanying report G. L. Clausen, 
a consulting engineer, expresses the bellef 
that the present plan of the Evanston and 
Calumet auxiliary drainage channels is im- 
- practicable. He says that the main channel 
will reach the limit of its capacity before 
Chicago has doubled in population, and then 
it will be necessary to close the subsidiary 


channels.

More trouble for Clarence Knight, presi- 
dent of the Chicago and Oak Park elevated 
railroad, was planned yesterday by the city 
council committee on track elevation. The al- 
dermen began drawing an ordinance to com- 
pel the company to elevate its tracks between 
Fifty-second avenue and the western limits 


of the city. 
At the same time it was expressed as the 


sense of the committee thaf no reciprocal 


favors be granted to Mr. Knight, who is 
asking a fourteen year extension of fran- 
chise in exchange for the elevation of the 
tracks. 

Ald. Race submitted an opinion by As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel George Bagby 
to the effect that the . can compel imme- 
diate elevation.

“Yes, it is by far the worst condition of 
its kind in the city,"’ assented Track Eleba- 
tion Expert Raymer. 

“Anything to Get Knight.“ 

“Tt have on this committee several 
years,” said Ald. Kohout, “ and nobody has 
subjected us to more bullyragging than this 
man Knight. I am for action that will get 
him, and get him good. If Collector Mager- 
stadt wants to turn the Lake street bridge 
so as to stop his trains till he pays his debts 
to the city I will take a dey off and turn it 
myself. 

“The trouble with Knight is that he was 
spoiled by contact with Yerkes—he wants to 
be a second Yerkes. There has been some 
suggestion of referring this matter to the 


local transportation committee. Don't do it. 


The aldermen on that committee don't know 
Knight as we do.“ 

„O, yes they do,“ spoke up Ald. Zimmer, 
ironically. “‘ They know him; they love him; 
they would die for him.“ 

“Yes, and there are loté of people dying 
for him out there on his grade crossings in 
Austin,“ observed Ald. Race. 

Mr. Raymer thought the committee should 
take up the whole question, including the 
elevation and the franchise extension. 

Knight has no right to ask a franchise 
extension, said Ald. Zimmer. Hie road 
keeps on killing and injuring people on those 
grade crossings while he plays for time and 
throws sand in our eyes by asking for some- 
‘thing he has no right to.“

Attorney Bagby said the basis of a man- 
datory ordinance should be a petition signed 
by a majority of the property owners weet 
of Fifty-second avenue. Ald. Race said he 
would produce a certified copy of such a peti- 
tion in the archives of dhe town of Cicero, 
day which the road received its franchise 
or this seetion. Thecompany started orig-

The. co ittee deferred consideration of 
the elevatidn of the tracks at Grand Cross- 
ing until after an inspection of the situation 
‘can be made. 

The attitude of all the elevated railway 
companies toward the city's desire to relieve 
the congestion of the union boop and give 
passengers universal transfers will come 
out at a meeting of the council committee on 
local transportation to be held this after- 
noon. *
